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Americans everywhere paid 
final tribute Monday to John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy. 

Airports, railroads and com- 
munication services halted oper- 


ations momentarily as the Pres- 
ident’s funeral was held in 
Washington. 

Many businesses and schools 
closed, as did amusement 
places, most governmental of- 
fices and the stock markets. 

Thousands showed up at the 
site of the President’s assassina- 
tion in Dallas, Tex. Floral ar- 
rangements carried a myriad of 
messages. One said, “God For- 
give Us All:” 

At Honesdale, Pa., the bell at 
Grace Episcopal church tolled 
46 times at noon, once for each 
year of Kennedy’s life. 

In Norfolk, Va„ a bell atop 
the city’s Public Safety Building 
rang 50- times, once for each 
state.

I In an old firehouse at Keokuk 
Iowa, and in the First Presby- 
terian Church in' Springfield, 
Kl., bells that tolled 98 years 
ago for another assassinated 
president, Abraham Lincoln 
rang out again. 

New York’s bustling Times 
Square came to a standstill at 
noon. Pedestrians stood rever- 
ently, heads bowed, as two Boy 
Scouts blew Taps from atop, the 
Hotel Astor marquee. Traffic 
had been diverted from the 
area. 

In the cathedral-like confines 
of New York’s Grand Cen- 
tral Station, 4,000 commuters 
watched silently as a huge telfr 
vision screen carried the 
funeral. 

Navy warships in San Fran- 
cisco Bay and the aircraft car- 
rier Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
docked in Bayonne, N J 
boomed 21-gun salutes. Twenty- 
one guns were fired at noon at 
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Ss V ' rg ™ a Military Institute, 
Mowed by a 50-gun salute at 
d.oo p.m. 

As Taps sounded at 3:06 p.m., 
EbT at Arlington National 
Cemetery, The Associated Press 
silenced its news wires. 

Teiegraph facilities of Radio 
corp. of America and Western 
Union halted messages for sev- 
eral minutes at noon' and at 1 
p.m., respectively.
